Is he not in oaice lor 
that very purpose t We criticise public men for continuaUy seeking 
to perpetuate themselves in office ; but is the eritiesiu just, vlien the 
only way they can do so is faithfuUy to follow the wishes ot the ma- 
jority in their several districtst" The Jornnal continues : 

But it is the duty of n cougres.sman to follow the opinoiou of his 
oistrict regardless of what it may be< When the submission of pro- 
hibition amendment was before congress numerous instances occur, 
red in which congressmen voted against their convictions when cer- 
tain their views were contrary to those af the majority of their eon- 
fetituents. When the war came on public sentiment in a number of 
districts was against the government's policies. In those cases, what 
should have been the decision of representatives t In numerous in- 
stances at the present time, with elections only nine months in the 
future, many congressmen find their districts, controlled by selfish 
interests; in favor of legislation clearly inimical to ihe general wel- 
fare. In saeh 4 dilemma, whieh horn thereof should the congressman 
take? 

This brings us to the consideration of the vital point, which is 
this: Is a congressman bound to represent prevailing opinion in his 
district whether it be right or wrong? Is he in congress merely to 
i-eoord by his votes the impulses of his constituents, so after born of 
error or prejudice, selfishness or ignorance* Or has he been chosen 
as a trustworthy representative of the best thought and the enlight- 
ened and unselfish patriotism of his district, whe ther it be in the ma- 
jority or a minority? We incline wholly to the latter view. 

Congress is a national body. In its hands rest the general wel- 
fare of of the country at large, both in peace and in war. It is our 
celief that it is the nation to which he should be loyal at all times, 
r&ther than to the shifting currents of opinion in his own district, 
when t^-.ey turn to the advocacy of tinwholesome and hurtful policies, 
iiy no other course of conduct, we take it, can a congressman avoid 
liypocisy. If his district is led to a wrong opinion he should remain 
right, regardless of his personal political fortunes. 

A hard doctrine, that, but sound. Above every other considera- 
tion in national political life should be the general welfare of the He- 
public. It is not the destiny of any particular district with whieh a 
.'congressman is entmsted, but the fature o fthe Union as a whole. We 
know this is heresy to tl r oo.Mion In'ufs of congressmen who i»ut 
their transient personal po;mlarity in t:i> ir individual districts above 
hli other considerations, but the history of our greatest and ablest 
statesmen demonstrates its essential righteousness. The words of 
Polonins to Laertes in "Hamlet" apply to all men, in congress as else, 
when?, witli all the power of eternal riglit : 

This above all : to thine owuself be true. 
And it must follow, as the night the day, 

Thou can.st not then be falise to any jnan. 

In congressman generally followed this principle of conduct tlic 
politics of our countiy would have an unprecedented revival of 
virtue and sincerity. 

Says the Springfield, Ililass., Republican: 

Few American statesmen have had anytiung approaching Mr.

Ue became state's attorney for the Twenty-sev- 
enth judicial district in 1661. Between 1868 and 1873 he was in pri 
\;ite life, and then began the remarkable congressional career which 
liH'i not been continuous yet has been \irtually Mr. Cannon's sole oc- 
CDoatiou for half a century. 

Mr. Cannon's fifty years in and out of Washington — mostly in — 
f(,i . ' u phenomenal experience in American politics. It seems trite 
to say that the house will not seem the same without him, yet that 
f.iintly expresses the situation. For the eight years of liis iron speak- 
">rdup the house was Mr. Cannon and Mr. Gannon was the house. 
His dramatic fall had elements of difpiity fliat pNsenred for Um the 
respect of the coimtry. 

Few people ean now remember fhe name of his immediate prede- 
(essor in the speakr's chair, yt no one who reads the country's polit- 
ical history will ever fail to nc.ill .Mr. Cannon as a man who not only 
roigoed bat ruled.

IB the room of th Maejcnli ladse 
at Ataaadrla, Va., u a p»'ioI por- 
trait ot Ctaorge Wsshlngtun, painted 
from life ia 1794 for the members of 
ihi3 lodge, of whicli Wnsliinglon was 
a member, by \v:ii:.aii Williams, ot 
Philadelphia. Washington was th<m 
62 .years old, aud wos in his second 
term as president. This portait is 
perhaps the most faithful likeness of 
Itim la existence. The artist, accord- 
ing to instructions, paiulod him ex- 
aetly as he was, omittinR no blemish. 
The marks left by smallpox in hia 
youth are plainly visible. No wrinkle 
is overlooked or sutxlued. The eyes 
are faded. The corners of the mouth 
droop. It Is not a baAdsonie face, and 
bears little resemblance to tbe ideal 
lied portrait of Stuart Moreover. It 
shows tliat at 62 Waahiniton was an 
old man j hjrstcaUjr. He looks ia the 
picture to be at least ten yers older 
than that 

Tet there is s streagth and dignity 
In this sorerely hoaest portrait that 
makes it more Impressive than the 
handsomer ones with which we are 
familiar. One finds it hard to leave it 
There are numerous Interesting relics 
of Washington in this lodge room, but 
one comes back to this portrait again 
and again. This, one fwls, is Wnah- 
iDgton, the man his intimate contem- 
poraries knew. And seeing him there 
as be was, one feels that he lose.- 
notUag by this frank revelation. On 
tbe coatrary, that scarred old face in- 
spires more rereraaee than all the 
pictures that glossed his blemishes 
and auule him somethlag other than 
he was. 

.\nd It Is no less true of his reput.-i- 
tlon, that reality is more impressive 
thaa fiction. Historical research and 

criticism have removed much of the 
glamous of legand tradition that sur- 
rounded Washlnpton They have ruth- 
lessly exposed his weaknesses, stifh 
as they could find. The net result < 
all this is a truer conception of tiie 
man. n better undorstandlni; r.f i!ic 
vast difficulties with which he i'( i 
tended, a fudpinent of postterity >l'>- 
is based upon truth and yet n.liis 
rather than subtracts from our adn fr- 
ation for bis personality and his ^--yrv- 
iofls. We know Wasbbigton today— 
or we can know If we will but read— 
beteter thaa did most of bis conten- 
porarles who were too elose to the 
ohcamataaoes ot the time to tcet a 
fair perspective. And we know Mm 
mueb better than In the <<iicceedtng 
years which tended to iicifv hi:n 
rather than to appraise him justly. 
We owp much to historical iconoclasm 
when it hae ben truthfful and sincer?, 
fcr it ha,- helped to make Washington 
more real, more substantial, and IjO 
cause, having done this ■vithout 
diminishing his greatness, it has 
established his place in history and in 
national reverence more securelv and 
permanently. 

Tbe real Wasbmgton was essential- 
ly a msa. Aad he was not a roan of 
transeendeat ability in any direction. 
His edueatloB was aot esteaslve. He 
bad little leagal leamlag. At the be- 
glanlag of the revolntioa be had had 
small military experieaee. He had 
bad almost no traming for stateman- 
phip. He was exceedingly QBndent in 
peech He dislike! public life. Ho 
had no ambition for the plaudits of 
men, I^e much preferred the siiniilic- 
Ity of his rural home and the associa- 
tion of his ordinary friends. If it had 
not been for the clrcumslances of tho 
time he would no doubt have lived and 
died at Mount Vernon unknown to 
fame. But the time required a man, 
and Washington proved that he was 
pre-eminently tbe man for the time. 
It was tbe estraonUnary high average 
of aU the desirable and needed quali- 
ties at nanhood that nmde Um great 
above bis fellows aad peonUarljr fit- 
ted bim for the task. In btaa "eom- 
mon sense was lifted to tbe level or 
Kealns." He burned with ao vlsloaary 
fire. His Ideals were lofty but they 
weer practical. He did not reach for 
the unattainable. The best thing that 
could be done was for him the thing 
to do, If the best, from a practical 
standpoint were also right. He woulil 
not c'liipromlse with sis conscience. 
The right was the first consideration; 
expediency followed. And this was 
the natural outgrowth of hIa incor- 
ruptible integrity. 

It was the confidence in this integ- 
rity, In the wisdom of his Judgment, 
In his uBalterable Justice, that made 
him the piUa rof strength which sup- 
ported the whole edifloe built up by 
herevolttttoa aad the eoBstitntlon. 
insther of his oonatfy" is no mere 
figure ot spaeeh. It is aot too much 
to say that be sloac made It possible, 
that but for him there would have 
been no independence and no repub- 
lic. For three years of the revolution 
It was the single personality of Wash- 
Ington that held the army togntbor 
and maintained the cause. It was his 
uournxft, his patience and his pa* riot- 
is mthiil pemlsted onward in tiio fiico 
of disaster and internal lurni'iii ihut 
discouraged all others. And nfier the 
war was over, and the splendid result 
aehleved seamed to be lost In ih' 
qaarrels bctweea the states, in tho 
•eaeral disorder, t atbe grave eno. 
aaaUa dUlNlUaa, it was largely bu 
iBllgaing lint efeatid the aew gov* 
•rBBMai as it waa hia wftiiai that est 
ttwaahswar.

If an earthquake takes place at thte 
other side of the world, It writes its 
own record on the edelicate instru- 
ments at Georgetown University, nt 
Washington, D. C. 

.Next niomini; you will set" in the 
piipers that the Instruments have re- 
corded an earthquake of gro;it viol- 
ence which took place in South Amer- 
ica. It may be days before news comes 
through by telegraph from the scene 
of the upheaval to coBflrm the lastru- 
ment's message. 

The seismograph, as the earthquake 
recorder Is called, consist of a re- 
volving drum and a tiny mirror. Tbe 
latter Is baUmced so delicately that 
the slightest tremor of tbe earth's 
rust wll Iset It dancing. The drum, 
which Is turne<I by clockwork, is cov- 
ered with a roll of sensitized photo- 
craphie pnpcr. Tlio niirrrr focusej a 
ittle point of lii;ht, reflix-tPd from a 
I rilliant lamp, on to ithe paper. 

So louf; as iHiiliiii!; is happening the 
mirror rein:!:i!-; at rest, and as thi' 
drum revolvi'; a ;orfect!y slralKiit 
line is traced oa the paper by the 
point of light. But as soon as a sliock 
occurs the mirror Is agitated aud the 
line becomes a zigzag

Harris and Mrs. B. U. Seay, educators 
who obtained their initial training in 
Louisville public school work. 

The great spacious out-door play 
ground has been equipped with all 
modern play devices that develop the 
body and make the child happy. In 
wet or cold weather the oblldren play 
In the bosemsnt, also-equipped with 
all kind of play-Rronnd dtvlees-. 

It Is pointed out by George U Behon 
Superintendent of the Boeiety, that 
many of tbe children arrhre at the 
Home in.-an under-nouriahed condi- 
tion, often so emaciated Qieir lives aro 
despaired of.
